“Get away from your work and take a holiday” is a prescription fre- | 


quently handed out by members of the medical profession to the jaded city 
office worker. The advice is usually based on the prediction that the 
eternal grind of routine work day in and day out, week after week and | 
month after month has impaired the nerves and that change of scenery and 
new activities is all that is required to steady the nerves and tone up the 
flagging system. 

Excellent advice unquestionably, but surely as applicable to the man) 
and the woman on the farm and to the small town or village merchant or 
worker as to the denizens of the larger centres. 

As a matter of fact the former to-day are probably in greattr néed | 
of the recuperative benefits of change of scene than are the lattef for the} 
very good reason that no one has sustained a. continuous barrage of hard | 
knocks and trying conditions more than the man on the land and his family 
who have withstood a tremendous and prolonged siege aganist the. com- 
bined forces of economit and agricultural depression. : 

The farmer and his wife and the occupants of the small towns and | 
villages have been the shock troops of a terrific encounter with over- 
whelming forces for a long period. They have been the closest to the con- 
flict and have borne the brunt of the fray for a term of weary years. 

No oné can undergo such a lengthy strain without feeling some de- 
leterious effects on the nervous system and the physical frame arid it would | 
be more than surprising if tempers have not become frayed and health, | 
if not visibly impaired, at least threatened under such an ordeal. 

Such being the case, it is not at all amiss to suggest that the time 
has come when the workers on the prairies should plan to take a well 
earned holiday this summer, even if it has to be limited to a week. True, 
it may be difficult to arrange for the necessary care for livestock and other | 
things which must be provided for in the absence of the family from home, 
but such obstacles can usually be overcome with a little ingenuity and 
planning. 

Objection might also be raised that it costs money to go away on a) 
vacation and that there is so little of this commodity available as a result 
of the pressure of economic conditions of the past few years. Perfectly | 
true, but here again the difficulty is not insuperable, except perhaps in ex- 
treme cases for, under present day circumstances it is possiblé to contrive 
a holiday with very little expense. 

For the majority of prairie residents the conveyance problem is al- 
ready solved.. There are few who do not either own or can get the use of 
a ear or truck, even though it may be of ancient vintage; and where 
these are not available there is at least a wagon and team. : 

A car and a tent or a truck or wagon and tarpaulin available, the 
twin problem of transport and temporary housing are solved. As for the 


question of sustenance this also is not difficult of solution on the prairies 
in the summer time. Some comestibles can be carried along on the trip and 
others can be procured from small town merchants and farm houses at 
not greater cost than if they were purchased at home. '

Cost Of Living 


Decline Is Reported By 
Bureau Of Statistics 

The Canadian cost of living index, 
on the basis 1926 equals 100, declined 
from 80.7 in January to 80.4 in Feb- 
ruary, as a result of a moderate re- 
cession in food prices, the Dominion 
bureau of statistics reported. The 
food index was 72.9 against 73.9 in 
January, 

Increases in eggs, butter, lard and 
pork were more than offset by de- 
clines in all other meats and pota- 
toes. 
Coal and coke prices were slightly 
higher, as were also those for gaso- 
line.

Island Loses Its Queen 


Small But Fearless Ruler Of Tory 
Island Is Dead 


With the death of Mary Herritty, 
only three feet high but proud and 
fearless, a wild, desolate island off 
the Donegal Coast, Irish Free State, 
has lost its ruling ‘“queen’’ and most 
dominant personality. 

On Tory Island, where customs 
have not changed for centuries, it 
was the word of Mary Herritty that 
went as law. The tallest, strongest 
men on the island did not dare re- 
fuse her bidding. 

Her little domain was but one of 
many similar island “kingdoms” 
along the coast of Ireland; islands 
where Gaelic is spoken rather than 
English, and where the women still 
wear the shawl and old Irish hook 
cloak. 

Many of these islanders have for 
generations elected a woman rather 
than a man as their chief. The 
Claddagh people on the Galway coast 
have always elected a “queen” and 
man has yet to “rule” over the peo- 
ple there. 


New To Science 


Australian University Has Three 
Animals From New Guinea 


Three specimens of animals 
brought from an island off the north- 
west coast of New Guinea to Profes- 
sor Wood Jones, of Melbourne (Aus- 
tralia) University, had to be intro- 
duced to science. Two are only 
carcasses but the third, a lively ball 
of white fur, keeps itself daintily 
alive on banana passion-fruit, bis- 
cuits, milk and honey, and an occa- 
sional paw-paw or carrot.

Trio To Explore Greenland 


Scientific Research Is Purpose Of 
Three Young Frenchmen 

Three young French scientists, 
guided only by a sextant and com- 
pass, will brave the 40-below-zero 
blizzards that sweep across Green- 
land to explore its little-known and 
uninhabited interior this summer. 

The trio will travel by dog-train 
from Kristianshaab on the islands 
west coast to Angmagssalik on the 
east coast, a distance of 530 miles. 

Scientific research is the avowed 
purpose of the expedition, backed by 
the French government. The ex- 
plorers will leave for Kristianshaab 
early in April. 

Each man will mush behind a 25- 
foot sled loaded with 770 pounds of 
supplies and pulled by 12 dogs. The 
trip would be impracticable, said 
Victor, unless the dogs:-were used 
both as draught animals and food. 
They expect to arrive at Angmaks- 
salik with one sled and only eight 
dogs. 


Not A New Term 


“Radio” Was Used As Far 
Back As 1896 

Radio, the combining form of 
radios from a Latin word meaning, 
among other things, a ray, came to 
be used by itself in a curious way. 
At a convention drawn up in Berlin 
in 1906, “radio” was adopted as the 
distinguishing mark of wireless tele- 
grams, and was so adopted by the 
United States Congress in 1912. 
Then when wireless telephony came 
along, “radio” was used for that, 
too, and its earlier meaning was 
eclipsed. A radiogram, however, 
was originally an X-ray photograph 
or radiograph, and this term was so 
applied as far back as 1896.—-Tor- 
onto Star.

AREA IN WORLD 


Ottawa.—Belief Canada was the 
richest mineral area on earth which) 
“our gratidchildren’s grandchildren 
will not “exhaust,” was expressed | 
here by Lord Tweedsmuir, governor- 
general, to the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy. 

Speaking at a dinner closing the 
three-day. méeting of the institute, 
Lord Tweedsmuir said mining was 
no longer a gamble except in its 
first stage. It speedily becomes a 
highly organized business and an 
exact science. Up-to-date business 
methods and every hew development | 
in chemical and mechanical science 
were being used. , y, 

One feature about Canadian min- 
ing pleased him. “In most mining 
areas—certainly ih South Africa— 
the prospector, the man who did the 
pioneering work, did not reap the 
fruits of his labor. That was left to 
the capitalist who came after him, 


who never stirred from his office 
chair.. But here, not only has the 
prospector often made the big money, 
but *he ‘has stuck to it.” 

Mining problems were not new to 
him, the governor-general said. In 
South Africa after the war he was 
compelled to acquire at least a smat- 
tering of the question when the fu- 
ture of the gold industry of the 
Rand was under consideration. 

In the few months he had been 
in Canada, he said, he had seen gold 
and copper mines in northern On- 
tario and asbestos mines of Thet- 
ford, Que. He hoped to see a great 
deal more. 

“It is a wonderful piece of good 
fortune for Canada that in these 
difficult days, when agriculture all 
over the world is in straits and when 
normal industries are crippled, you 
should have found this new source 
of wealth, much of which can be as 


readily cashed as a Bank of England 
note. 


Cattle Sales Increase 


Heavier Marketing Of Cattle In 
Western Canada 
Toronto.—Heavier ' marketing of 
cattle in Western Canada has been 
shown by stock yard sales for the 
first 11 weeks of 1936, Alex. G. Hall, 
of Canada Packers Ltd., told the 
18th annual meeting of the Eastern 
Canada Livestock Union here. 
Exports to the United States of 


beef cattle also showed an increase 
over the same period of 1935 but 
shipments to the United Kingdom 
had fallen off from 4,781 head in 
1935 to 1,765 up to March 12, 1936, 
Mr. Hall ‘said. 

Sales on stock yards, Mr. Hall 
said, for the period ending March 12 
show a decrease of 12,478 head in 
Toronto and Montreal but an in- 
crease of 19,516 in the western mar- 
kets. There had been an increase of 
8,202. in shipments from the west to 
the east in that period.

Indoor Aerial Not Efficient. 


March 18th, 1936. 


Editor, the Chronicle 
Dear Sir: 

Like other parents, I presume, we 
scold the children when they come 
home with wet feet. I had occasion 
to go to the school the other day, 
and after going along the pathway 
close to the school, it is no longer 
a surprise to me that the children 
have their feet wet. It was then 
in a deplorable condition, and I 
would respectfu'ly suggest to the 
School Board and Village Council 
that they severally or jointly look 
into’ the matter; and get some ac- 
tion. It is unfortunate that our 
members have only one or two 
children between them attending 
school, but I hope they won’t for 
that reason shelve the matter. 

As I understand, there are ample 
funds todo some improvements, 
some ot which are much _ needed. 
I trust that something can be done 
to improve the walking facilities 
from the school to Woledge’s and 
Patmore’s corner before further 
conditions make the roadway im 
passable. 


Did you ever stop to think that 
everything that comea out of the 
loudspeaker of your radio muat firat 
be picked up by the aerial? For 
good reception it is therefore ab- 
solutely essential that a good aerial 
be used. This fact is becoming in- 
creasingly important with the in- 
creased use of short wave receivers. 

When we first had radio, the 
power of the broadcasting stations 
was quite small. The sensitivity of 
our receiying sets was yery low. 

People who wished even reason- 
ably good reception in 1925 found 
it necessary to erect a large and 
well-constructed aerial. Since that 
time, radio stations have increased 
their power many times, receiving 
sets have become many times more 
sensitive, and the average radio 
owner has lost sight of the impor- 
tance of a good aerial. It is true 
he still gets as many stations as ev- 
er, but he also gets alot more noise 
than he used to. The reason he 
still gets as many stations as he- 
fore is because stations are better 
aud receivers are better. 


Ao little thing,” declared Prof. W. B. Cartmel, of the 
"& University of Montreal, sitting in the book-strewn study of 
his. Westmount home where, for some months past, since his 
retirement from the Northern Electric Company, as mathematical 
expert, he has worked out the highly complicated mathematical 
formulas by which he attempts to disprove the Einstein theory of 
the non-existence of ether and the constant speed of light.

Radio Has Placed New Demand On 
Speech Makers 


The radio, as every one knows, 
has placed a new demand upon poli- 
tical speakers. The _ old-fashioned 
campaign oration no longer will do. 
In its place must come the kind of 
talk which is calculated not to stir 
up mass excitement but to convince 
men and women in their homes. To 
do that two things are required. One 
is the right manner, which is to say, 
the right use of voice and inflection. | 
The other is the right content and 
organization of the speech itself. 

Of the two the manner is prob- 
ably the easier to acquire. It can 
be learned if the speaker is willing 
to subject himself to the discipline of | 
rehearsal and criticism. The content 
presents the harder problem. Men 
who for many years have been ac-} 
cumstomed , to addressing public | 
meetings cannot easily abandon the) 
technique of crowd appeal as they 
have learned it. 

Spellbinding requires, more than 
anything else, a proper spacing of; 
climaxes, building up to a super- 
climax at the end. What came be- 
tween the high spots was of rela- 
tively small importance. (That is 
why the reading of such speeches is 
generally disappointing. The reader 
marvels that anything so thin and} 
loosely constructed could have proved | 
effective.) The radio speaker has to 
take a different line. He must pre- 
pare an address—it could almost be 
called an essay—which will march 
smoothly and steadily from begin- 
ning to end. It has its climaxes, but 
they are relatively quiet ones, and, 
of course, cannot depend for their 
success upon excitement induced in 
the listeners by waving arms, flash- 
ing eyes, or cheering.—Chicago Tri- 
bune.

Eclipse In June 
Manchoukuo is making 
those who wish to view 
eclipse. ‘“Manchoukuo is the best 
place in the world from which to 
view the total eclipse visible on June 
19,” says Dr. Issei Yamamoto, the 
famous astronomical expert of Kyoto 
Imperial University. According to 
the professor the line of the eclipse 
will rise from the Mediterranean Sea 
and advance into Siberia, passing 
through part of Turkey to the Cau- 
casus and Central Asia, and thence 
to Lake Baikal along the Siberian 
railway line. Then it will again ad- 
vance into Siberia along the Amur 
river and disappear in the Northern 
Pacific horizon, passing over Hak- 
kaido.
